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Concerns raised over EDL 


links to ‘peaceful’ march

THE organiser of a ‘charity march’ 
in memory of murdered soldier Lee 
Rigby has dismissed claims the 
event is a front for far-right politi¬ 
cal group the English Defence 
League. 

Harlow Strong, which is set to take 
place next Sunday, is being billed as 
a “peaceful t-shirt charity march” - 
despite similar events organised 
under the banner of the ‘Woolwich 
Strong’ movement being exposed as 
having direct links to far-right 
groups. 

Organiser Leo Hartley has invited 
hundreds of people to the rally via 
social networking site Facebook - 
but vehemently denies it has any 
connection to the EDL or other right- 
wing extremists. 

“This is a peaceful march, I cannot 


stress that enough,” he said. 

“We do not have any political affili¬ 
ations with any groups and no vio¬ 
lence will be tolerated on the day. 

“We will have police officers join¬ 
ing us on the march and everyone is 
invited. This is a peaceful march 
and anyone that does attend has 
been told to leave their politics at 
home.” 

The Woolwich Strong movement 
was set up following the murder of 
Drummer Lee Rigby, pictured right, 
and inspired by the Boston Strong 
marches organised in the wake of 
the Boston Marathon bombings in 
April. 

But several of the marches organ¬ 
ised under its banner have been 
shown to have direct links with the 
EDL, Combined Ex-Forces and other 
far-right groups. 

David Forman of Harlow Trades 
Council expressed his concerns 



about the Harlow event to the Star. 

“The problem is that the group is 
trying to be subtle about any possi¬ 
ble connections with far-right 
groups, as other Strong marches 
have been proven to have,” he said. 

“These Strong marches are try¬ 
ing to use a section of the com¬ 
munity as a scapegoat. Violence 
cannot resolve anything, in 
fact, it makes things much 
worse.” 

He said HTC had 
organised a “peaceful 
alternative” to 
Harlow Strong march 
taking place the 
day before. 

“Our peaceful 
march will show 
our sympathy 
for Lee Rigby and 
his family and 
show that we are

against violence in all forms and 
towards all groups of people.” 

His concerns were echoed by the 
town’s branch of Unite Against 
Fascism. 

A group spokesman told the 
Star: “The Woolwich Strong ma 
rches all have worrying links to 
the EDL, CxF and other far- 
right groups so of course we are 
very concerned with this 
coming to town. 

“This is the only 
march of its kind 
planned for Essex, so 
we are faced with 
the prospect of 
undesirables com¬ 
ing from all over 
the county to pro¬ 
mote something 
we have been, and 
are, working very 
hard to remove from 


Harlow. 

“Why invite people from the EDL, 
BNP, CfX and other far-right groups 
if this is supposed to be a protest 
against extremism? We will not take 
this lying down.” 

Harlow MP Rob Halfon also 
expressed concerns over the march. 

“If the Harlow Strong march is 
linked to the EDL in any way then I 
am opposed to it,” he said. 

“I am supportive of what David 
Forman is doing, however, with a 
peaceful march next Saturday which 
is all about promoting tolerance.”

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Family pays tribute 
to ‘amazing mum’ 

THE distraught family of Claire Parrish 
paid tribute to an “amazing mum and 
nanny” after her killer was jailed for life 
this week. 

In a statement released via Essex Police 
following the conviction of Ms Parrish’s 
partner Mark Golds for her murder, they 
said: “She was the best daughter you 
could hope for; an amazing mum and 
nanny who doted on her grandson. 

“Mark Golds has not only taken a 
daughter, he has taken a loving sister, 
aunt, mum and nanny. Claire should 
have had so many years to watch her 
young family grow up, but they were 
brutally taken from her; leaving a family 
shattered and one which will never 
recover. 

“The adults realise that Claire will 
never be coming back, but her two elder 
children constantly have panic attacks, 
and feel very alone while her two 
younger children are constantly 
distressed and ask when their mummy 
is coming home from hospital. 

“These 10 months have been sheer 
hell. This monster has not only 
murdered Claire, but he has destroyed 
her family. One evil act, so many ruined 
lives.”

Victims of domestic

IN the wake of Claire Parrish’s tragic 
death at the hands of her violent 
partner, Essex Police have urged other 
victims of domestic violence to seek 
help - before it is too late. 

Speaking after Mark Golds’s 
conviction for murder, Senior 
Investigating Officer DCI Stuart Hooper 
said: “Ms Parrish had never once 
contacted the police to report his 
violent behaviour and so, sadly, we 
never knew of her tormented life and 
so could not have stopped - 

her suffering. 

“We only hope that those 
people - men or women - 
who are entwined in cruel jr 
and unhappy relationships YOU 
with their partners have comm 

the courage to contact us harlows! 

and allow us to help them 
get out of such terrible 
times. 

“If there is something to be learned 
from this case, then it is that the police 
service is there to help people who 
feel trapped in such violent domestic 
partnerships.” 




Controlling’ killer

THE self-confessed killer of tragic 
mum-of-four Claire Parrish was 
jailed for life yesterday 
(Wednesday) after being found 
guilty of his partner’s brutal 
murder. 

Mark Golds (46) stabbed, 
slashed and kicked Ms Parrish 
to death in the bedroom of 
k the house they shared in 
Copshall Close on July 15 
I last year. 

He will have to spend a 
minimum of 15 years behind 
bars before being considered 
^ for parole. 

The former nightclub doorman 
had admitted manslaughter but 
denied murder on the grounds of 
“diminished responsibility”. 

However, it took the jury at 
Chelsmford Crown Court less

than two hours to reach a guilty 
verdict on Tuesday afternoon. 
Golds was then sentenced by 
Judge Christopher Ball yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

During the two-week murder 
trial, the court heard how Golds - 
who has a history of pyschotic 
illness - had launched a 
“sustained and 
terrifying” assault 
against his partner 
after the couple 
returned home from 
a family barbecue at 
Ms Parrish’s mother’s 
house. 

The mum-of- 
four sustained 



more than 50 injuries in the 
frenzied attack after being 
repeatedly stabbed and slashed 
with a serrated kitchen knife. 

But according to evidence given 
by pathologist Dr Benjamin Swift, 
the killer blow was most probably 
caused by Golds stamping on his 
victim’s abdomen as she lay 
wounded on the floor, causing 
massive internal bleeding. 

Passing sentence, Judge Ball told 
the defendant: “I have to make a 
judgement whether you intended 
to kill her. I am satisfied that was 
your intention although you 
were suffering from illness. 

“It was a combination of 
anger, temper, frustration and 
illness and you resolved 
to kill her and achieved 
that purpose.”

A MAN was robbed of his mobile 
phone and £70 in cash after being 
attacked by a gang of five men. 

Detectives are appealing for 
witnesses after the 30-year-old 
victim was confronted by the 
group in Old House Croft at 
around 10pm on Sunday, May 26. 

It is believed they followed him 
from Harlow Town Park. 

Police have issued descriptions of 
three of the suspects and are 
appealing for witnesses to the 
robbery. 

The first is described as black, 5ft

between 19 and 20. He had a dark 
“afro” haircut and was wearing a 
hooded top. The second man was 
black, 6ft tall, aged 21 with 
sideburns and short dark hair. The 
third was white, 5ft 6in tall, aged 
19-20, of chubby build and was 
wearing a blue cap with a yellow 
peak. 

Detective Constable Mike 
Ferguson of Harlow CID said: “The 
men were first seen at Harlow 
Town Park and they followed the 
victim from there. 

“They asked him for his mobile 
phone and when he said no they 
pushed him over, punched and 
kicked him before taking his 
property and leaving the scene.” 

The victim suffered cuts and 
bruises to his knees and elbows 
during the attack.

RSPCA probe air 
gun attack on dog 


THE RSPCA has launched an 
investigation after a pet dog 
was shot with an air rifle while 
out on a walk with its owner in 
Harlow. 

Paul Whiston’s nine-year-old 
Jack Russell Millie was so badly 
injured in the attack near 
Greenhills last Saturday (June 1) 
that vets were forced to remove 
one of her kidneys. 

Mr Whiston told the Star: “I 
took Millie to the top of our road 
and though it wasn’t the usual 
time as normally I take her out 
before work, I didn’t see any¬ 
thing unusual. Millie was stick¬ 
ing her head in the bushes and 
all of a sudden I heard a whoosh¬ 
ing sound and Millie howling - 
there was blood everywhere. 

“My wife was actually driving 
in the opposite direction at the 
time and didn’t see anyone 
either. We rushed Millie to the

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vets, where they had to remove 
her kidney. 

“It was horrible. She is such a 
great dog - we’ve had her since 
she was a puppy.” 

Vets found the air gun pellet 
had gone straight through one of 
Millie’s kidneys, which was so 
badly damaged it had to be 
removed. 

Mr Whiston contacted the 
police following the incident, 
but told the Star he was disap¬ 
pointed at the force’s response. 

“I am very supportive of the 
police but I don’t feel like they’ve 
done enough,” he said. 

A spokesperson for Essex 
Police confirmed they were 
investigating. 

He said: “No one was seen in 
the area at the time. Officers 


have conducted enquiries to 
trace the person or people 
involved including house-to- 
house enquiries and a search of 
the area. 

“The continued investigation 
has been handed to PC Tim 
Knights, who works in that area 
and will have more chance of 
finding the culprits. This is an 
offence, and a dangerous inci¬ 
dent, and we are taking it very 
seriously.” 

The RSPCA have also appealed 
for information after launching 
their own probe into the inci¬ 
dent. 

Inspector Stephen Reeves told 
the Star: “This was a senseless 
and deliberate act of cruelty 
upon a defenceless animal.”

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New penalties 
for anti-social 
behaviour are 
more effective 


SIR, In response to your report 
about the Government’s 
approach to anti-social 
behaviour, I thought it was 
worth setting the record 
straight. 

The Government has 
recognised that we need a 
tougher approach to anti¬ 
social behaviour, yet they 
implied that we are simply 
abolishing ASBOs. This is not 
the case - a more effective 
replacement will be introduced 
instead. 

The report referred to high 
crime figures. It is worth 
noting that the total number of 
criminal offences in Harlow fell 
by three per cent from 2010/11, 
and a further three per cent in 
2011/12. Nationally, reports of 
violence, robbery, vehicle theft, 
fraud, criminal damage and 
drug use have all fallen since 
2010. 


Reports of anti-social 
behaviour have fallen quicker 
in the past three years than in 
the previous 11 years under 
Labour. 

Despite good intentions, 
ASBOs were not as effective 
as they should, or could, have 
been. In 2011 four out of 
10 of all ASBOs issued were 
breached in their first year. 
Furthermore, the number of 
ASBOs issued since 2005 has 
dropped by three-quarters to 
just over 1,400 in 2011. 

Indeed, many ASBO holders 
saw them as a badge of 
honour’. Who will forget the 
Panorama documentary where 
someone who had two ASBOs 
proudly proclaimed that 
ASBOs didn’t work and boasted 
that he would be “back inside 
within a week”? 

They were also bureaucratic, 
and as an MPI have seen at

first hand how difficult it was 
to serve them on nuisance 
neighbours. 

The Government is not getting 
rid of anti-social behaviour 
penalties but making them 
stronger. The new legislation 
has two tough measures; the 
first - an Injunction to Prevent 
Nuisance and Annoyance and 
a Criminal Behaviour Order. 

The first will be easier to 
obtain than ASBOs, as it will 
view a wider range of offences 
as anti-social behaviour such 
as causing nuisance to a 
person as well as harassment, 
alarm or distress. IPNAs will 
be able to impose positive 
requirements on how people 
behave, as well as prohibitions. 

The second penalty replaces 
the current ASBO with a 
conviction known as the 
CRASBO. Breaching one of 
theses will mean some serious 
criminal sentencing and also 
requires good behaviour. 
Moreover, to stop the ‘badge 
of honour’ issue, the court 
will have to show that it will 
prevent anti-social behaviour, 
rather than serving as a badge 
of honour.

New investment boost 

for Enterprise Zone

A PROJECT designed to expedite the 
development of Harlow’s Enterprise 
Zone has taken a step closer to securing 
Government funding after making it 
through the first stage of the approval 
process. 

Back in February 2013, Whitehall 
invited Enterprise Zones across the UK 
to apply for a share of £59m of investment 
so key infrastructure projects can be 
completed quicker. 

Led by Harlow Council and Essex 
County Council, Enterprise West Essex@ 
Harlow bid for £12.75m to fund the 
development of a new Life Sciences 
Medtech Innovation Centre - and this 
week the proposal was selected to enter 
a due diligence process to ensure 
deliverability and “value for money”. 

If approved, the high-tech centre will 
be built alongside the existing Nortel 
Campus on the London Road side of the 
Enterprise Zone site. 

Harlow Council Leader Mark 
Wilkinson, pictured right, told the Star: 
“It is very encouraging that the need for 
Government investment in the 
Enterprise Zone has been recognised to 
ensure that the potential they represent 
to improve the pace of economic 
recovery can be fulfilled quickly. 

“We believe that Government

investment, if approved, will support 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone being able 
to encourage investment from the 
private sector and create the jobs that 
are much needed here in Harlow. 

He added: “In these hard financial 
times it is right that there is focused 
public sector investment to ensure that 
businesses can develop and succeed. 
Harlow offers an excellent location for 
business investment in close proximity 
to London, Cambridge and Stansted 
Airport and with the right infrastructure 
this town can play a growing part in the 
national economic recovery.” 

The investment could also 
support enabling infrastructure 
and site preparation works at 
London Road to pave the way 
for 22,000 square metres of high- 
grade office space. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, 
Harlow Council’s cabinet 
portfolio holder for 
Resources and Enterprise, 
said: “If approved, this 
much needed funding 
will come at a crucial 
time in the 



development of the Enterprise Zone at 
London Road. 

“We have two Local Development 
Orders (LDOs) in place for the London 
Road site, which simplify the planning 
process for new businesses and we are 
currently carrying out public 
consultation on the LDO for Templefields 
North East. 

“Funding is essential to deliver the 
potential of the EZ and to accelerate the 
progress that has already been made by 
the Council and its partners. Without it 
the partners will not be able to deliver 
what we all want to achieve.” 

Split between sites in Templefields and

Mum’s fury at ‘lenient’ sentence for 
ice-cream man who punched son 


Police seek 
jewel thief 


A MUM has been left “disappointed, 
angry and frustrated” after the 
Harlow ice cream man who punched 
her son only had to pay him £50 
compensation - and continues to 
trade outside her home. 

Ice cream seller Ignazio Militello 
(65) of Little Cattins, Harlow, plead¬ 
ed guilty to striking a 16-year-old 
boy on High Street, Buntingford, on 
Thursday May 2 following an alter¬ 
cation. 

Police seized the ice cream van 
after arresting and charging 
Militello. 

Officers were looking at putting in 
an application to the Crown 
Prosecution Service to destroy the 
vehicle and spoke to East Herts 
Council about Militello’s trader per¬ 
mit. 

However, they failed to get an 
application to destroy his vehicle 
before the courts. 

And because Buntingford is the 


only town in East Herts that does 
not require a licence for street trad¬ 
ers to trade, Militello is free to con¬ 
tinue to ply his trade in Buntingford. 

At Stevenage Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday May 24, Militello was fined 
£200, and made to pay £50 to his 
victim, with £105 costs. 

But the victim’s mum this week 
blasted the “lenient” sentence. 

“I’m really frustrated - it is not 
enough,” she told the Star. 

“He’s continuing to do his rounds 
around here. 

“It’s a loophole in the law that he is 
still allowed to be trading here. 

“My son’s upset about it and when 
he’s out and about in the town he’s 
always looking over his shoulder. 

She added: “While Militello was on 
bail he couldn’t come here so it was 
OK but now he’s here all the time. 

“He drives past the house. You 
can’t stop him and I can’t get my 
head around that.” 


POLICE are appealing for 
information following a 
burglary in Harlow 
during which several 
items of gold jewellery 
were stolen.

HARLOW residents are being 
urged to get on their bikes and 
explore the great outdoors when 
National Bike Week rolls back into 
town on Saturday.

people of all abilities the opportu¬

health and wellbeing.” 

It’s a sentiment shared by Chris 
Lewis-Smith, operations manager 
at Hub + Spoke, who recalled the 
“road to Damascus moment” 
which convinced him to swap his 
car for two-wheels. 

“I was sitting in traffic one morn¬ 
ing on my way to work and I kept 
seeing these guys whizz past me 
on their bikes. 

“I said to myself, ‘why don’t I try 
that?’, and I’ve never 
looked back.

Both Chris and John will be 
involved - and stressed that most 
routes were suitable for riders of 
any ability. 

“Of course you’ve got the die¬ 
hard, lycra-clad riders involved in 
the ‘sportive’ side of cycling, but 
we want to promote the fact that 
cycling can and should be for eve¬ 
ryone,” John explained. 

“With a facility like the Hub + 
Spoke in Bush Fair, where people 
can now hire bikes for free and get 
help and advice on how to buy, 
maintain and use their own bikes, 
and a huge network of cycle paths, 
Harlow is the perfect 
place to cultivate a 
love of cycling.”

IMAGINE having the 
power to control 
objects using only 
your thoughts. 

It may sound like 
the stuff of science 
fiction novels, but 
scientists in America 
have successfully 
developed a prototype 
helicopter which can 
be controlled entirely 
by the power of the 
user’s mind. 

The controller 
wears a special cap 
which sends electric 
currents from their 
brain to a computer, 
which then beams 
the commands to the 
device. 

It’s hoped the 
technology could 
one day be developed 
to help people with 
mobility problems. 

The helicopter uses 
an electronic system 
that can be ‘trained’ 
to recognise patterns 
in a map of electrical 
activity.

with the motions of 
the helicopter.

£100m investment will improve Harlow’s housing stock 


L ast month we unveiled a £100m 
five-year programme to modernise 
council homes. 

Around a third of housing in Harlow 
is council-owned and in the next year 
we plan to make improvements to 
more than 4,000 properties. This 
programme is being funded by rents 
which we can now reinvest into 
tenants’ homes. 

Improvements like making homes 
warmer, updating kitchens and 
bathrooms and replacing old windows 
and doors will all help provide better 
housing in Harlow. You can find out 
more at www.harlow.gov.uk. 

W e have recently repeated our 
support for development to the 
north of Harlow which could see 
10,000 new homes built.

D evelopments on a lower scale 
continue to be built across the 
town. I’m pleased to see that work is 
under way to build new homes at 
Carters Mead and Clifton Hatch. 

These developments, which are part 
of wider plans to renew local 
neighbourhoods, will provide brand 
new houses and flats including 21 
homes for local people on Harlow’s 
housing register - a good example of 
what we are doing now to provide 
more housing and renew Harlow. 

Plans have also been agreed for new 
homes on sites at the Wissants and 
Fishers Hatch. When built all eleven 


houses will be allocated to people on 
the housing register. 

T he council is stepping up its 
campaign for a new Mil junction 
7A. Traffic congestion is a major 
frustration for residents and 
businesses; a new junction in the 
right place and with the right 
connection to the town would reduce 
congestion and support Harlow’s 
regeneration. 

We continue, with the support of 
partners, to make the case to 
Government for Harlow to get the 
investment it needs. 


A s well as putting plans in place to 
improve Harlow, the council also 
runs services on a day-to-day basis 
which are funded through 
Government grants, council tax and 
income that we raise. 

I have often spoken about the 
difficult financial choices the council 
has to make and unfortunately these 
challenges are not going to go away. 
Due to further planned reductions in 
Government grants I know that we 
are going to have to make more 
difficult decisions next year. 

Therefore, it is important that we 
talk to residents and get their views. 
In the coming months we will be 
giving people the opportunity to have 
a say. We will be asking residents 
what choices they would make. 

As residents will have seen in the 
news, all public sector organisations 
are being asked to make big cuts in 
their expenditure. The council is no 
different. 

There will be difficult choices to be 
made but I am committed to 
listening to what residents say as 
the council plans ahead for next 
year. 


Under-fire ambulance trust 
‘not listening to its staff’ 


BOSSES at an ambulance trust 
that has consistently failed to 
meet crucial response time tar¬ 
gets have been slammed for fail¬ 
ing to listen to staff. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust has faced criti¬ 
cism for failing to get to patients 
in a timely fashion, hospital hand¬ 
over delays and poor staffing lev¬ 
els over the past 18 to 24 months. 

A new report into the service 
said that the trust was “suffering 
with substandard operational 
performance” and has recom¬ 
mended that managers act 
“urgently” to restore the achieve¬ 
ment of response time targets and

get new paramedics into the 
organisation as “soon as possi¬ 
ble”. 

In April, the trust admitted that 
it was not delivering its 999 ser¬ 
vice “well enough”, saying that it 
was letting both “patients and 
staff down”. 

In 2012-13, one in four patients 
were not reached within the eight- 
minute target time. 

During 2012-13 the trust also 
failed to meet the 20-minute tar¬ 
get for serious but non-life threat¬ 
ening calls, known as green calls. 


The latest report, conducted by 
Dr Anthony Marsh on behalf of 
the NHS Trust Development 
Authority, said that for green calls 
some senior people at the trust 
“don’t even know what the targets 
are, let alone how the trust per¬ 
forms against them”. 

Dr Marsh, who is chief executive 
of West Midlands Ambulance 
Service NHS Foundation Trust, 
wrote: “There is a feeling across 
the organisation that the trust 
board does not listen and that 
leadership does not come from 
board level. 

“This can be evidenced in the 
fact that the board has only 


recently accepted that there is a 
shortage of frontline ambulance 
crews within the trust yet manag¬ 
ers state they have been raising 
this for some time.” 

He added that there was a “lack 
of accountability” at the trust, 
which has led to “critical decision¬ 
making ceasing in some areas”. 

Dr Marsh made 25 recommen¬ 
dations, including an urgent 
recruitment drive. 

Dr Geoff Harris, the trust’s new 
chairman, said: “One of the first 
tasks will be for me, with the 
board, to review the findings of 
this report and submit a formal 
response.”

A PROVOCATIVE new art 
installation incorporating full-scale 
reconstructions of World War II 
bunkers will challenge perceptions 
of community, memory and 
identity when it is unveiled at The 
Gibberd Gallery next week. 

The brainchild of artist Nick Turvey - 
whose striking sculpture 'Methuselah' 
sits at the entrance to Harlow's 
Newhall development - AH Alone 
Together aims to showcase the gallery 
as a place of "meeting and action". 

It consists of three small constructions 
based on designs for air-raid shelters 
used in the Second World War, with 
an accompanying display of Turvey's 
recent prints. 

Each of the structures - which have 
been built by gallery volunteers and 
youngsters on a youth offending 



what’s on 


project under the supervision of the 
artist himself - will be used as 
"micro-theatres", available for use 
by community groups, musicians, 
choirs, artists, scouts, prayer groups 
and even as a location for council 
meetings. 

The artist explained: "Although 
the work draws on the World War 
II origins of Harlow, the bunkers 
are more studies in psychology 
than historical recreation - spaces 
that make one very aware of the 
constraints of one's body, the borders 
of the self, and the barriers that we 
erect." 

By inviting various community 
groups to use the bunkers as a space 
to meet, perform or just chat, Turvey 
hopes to subvert the meaning of a 
structure traditionally associated with 


conflict and defence. 

"I'm interested in objects as a way 
of activating social space rather than 
just something to look at," he added. 

"They are like micro-theatres for 
encounter, creating an opportunity 
to invert their original meaning. And 
I've given a lot of attention to smell, 
because of how that affects people 
on a pre-conscious level." 

The gallery is now inviting proposals 
for use of the structures from local 
community groups and individuals. 

There will also be a series of 
thematically-linked lunchtime talks 
every Saturday throughout the 
exhibition, which runs until August 23.

Colours 

are clues 



ARE you a person who goes for hot reds 
and acid yellows or do you prefer a softer 
palette of pinks, creams and soft blues? 

The colours you choose for your 
garden can affect how you feel - and it 
seems gardeners must be getting it right, 
as new research from BBC Gardeners' 
World magazine shows that gardeners 
generally are a happier bunch than non¬ 
gardeners. 

Colour psychologist Angela Wright, 
author of The Beginner's Guide To 
Colour Psychology (Kyle Cathie, £12.99), 
reports: "Different colours affect us 
in different ways. Red is physically 
stimulating. It raises our pulse rate and 
makes us over-estimate the temperature 
around us, as well as the speed at which 
time is passing - one reason why red is 
such a predominant colour in fast-food 
restaurants." 

She adds that what defines whether 
a colour such as blue is calming or 
stimulating is the saturation of colour. 
Strong, bright blues stimulate, while pale 
blues soothe. 

Yellow is a positive colour that lifts our 
spirits and promotes great optimism. 

"The right yellow makes us feel happy 
and is the most brilliant of the primary

hues, because it's full of light energy," 
says Wright. 

Green helps to restore us, while the 
other two main colours in the colour 
wheel have qualities of their adjacent 
primary colours - orange bringing 
together the warmth of red and the 
optimism of yellow, while mauve is 
unusual in that it combines the fieriness 
of red and the coolness of blue. 

The survey shows that that 64% of 
people like cool flower colours while 36% 
prefer hot colours. 

Wright believes it's possible to work 
out your preferred palette by analysing 
your personality. 

Those who are cool and calm by 


nature, who prefer understated elegance 
and have a natural gift for keeping things 
in proportion, are more likely to favour 
a garden palette of soft pinks, mauves, 
purples and pale blues. 

People with intense energy, with a 
bossy nature and natural driving force, 
are more likely to go for rich golds, reds, 
oranges and warm purples, while creative 
and energetic types, who love perfection 


and whose energy is contained, should 
favour white, tints of pale blue and green 
with occasional rich dark contrasts. 

And those who are in their element in 
the garden, trying to bring the outdoors 
indoors with many indoor plants, are 
more likely to have an unfussy design of 
garden, with bright single blooms and 
simple mid-tone colours of sky blue, 
yellow and bright green. 


"We are all born with a natural instinct 
for colour. Don't over-think it - follow 
your instincts," Wright advises. 

The full findings of the survey on 
happiness will be revealed in a special 
theatre session at Gardeners' World Live 
at the NEC, Birmingham on Saturday.

BEHIND THE CANDELABRA

Liberace always bowed down at the altar 
of excess. "Too much of a good thing is 
wonderful," he famously proclaimed. 

No doubt the flamboyant entertainer would 
have approved of the bouffant hairstyles, 
outlandish fashions and gaudy decor 
festooning Steven Soderbergh's handsome 
biopic. 

Based on the autobiography of Liberace's 
lover Scott Thorson, Behind The Candelabra 
exposes the tormented showman behind 
the fur-lined and sequin-bedecked myth. 
Soderbergh's film traces the men's relationship 
from a fortuitous first meeting in 1977 
to Liberace's deathbed in 1987, when the 
entertainer attempted to keep his HIV status 
secret from fans and the press. 

Behind The Candelabra opens in a gay bar 
where Scott Thorson (Matt Damon) meets 
choreographer Bob Black (Scott Bakula), who 
takes Scott to Las Vegas to enjoy a sold-out 
performance by Liberace (Michael Douglas). 

At Bob's insistence, Scott abandons rural 
Wisconsin for the bright lights of the big city, 
where he is taken under Liberace's wing and 
encouraged to explore his sexuality. 

The relationship deepens and Liberace 
incorporates Scott into his act as an on-stage 
chauffeur and assistant. Bizarrely, the pianist 
pays plastic surgeon Dr Jack Startz (Rob Lowe) 
vast sums to mould his lover into a younger 
version of himself. But the pressures of fame 
weigh heavily on Scott and the relationship 
flounders. 


Damon has the less showy and more difficult 
role and he rises to the occasion magnificently, 
barely puckering his glossed lips when 
Liberace glimpses himself on the The Johnny 
Carson Show and caterwauls: "Oh my Christ, I 
look like my father. In drag!" 

The white hot glow of Douglas's 
performance distracts from the sluggish 
pacing of the film's final third and the broad 
sketching of peripheral characters. 

However, the glitz and glamour are 
intoxicating and Soderbergh's film swishes 
tantalisingly close to Liberace's favourite and 
over-used superlative: "Fabulous!"

C HINA probably isn’t the first place 
that would spring to mind when 
choosing a suitable location for the 
launch of a new, and very important, 
car. 

Out in the sticks, asphalt roads turn 
to gravel for no apparent reason while 
in cities such as Beijing, congestion is 
something that happens all the time. 
And the driving style can best be 
described as freeform chaos. 

However, this is the new Bentley 
Flying Spur, a car which will be 
appearing on wish lists all over the 
world but particularly in the Far East. 

China’s new breed of successful 
people find Bentley’s restrained status 
and luxury are the perfect fit, hence 
the first examples have hit the streets 
of Beijing. 

Rather than a radical change, the 
new Flying Spur wisely follows 
thetemplate set by the original. It’s an 
imposing four-door machine but with 
more curvature around the hips and 
greater separation from the 
Continental GT coupe. 

The nose has full-width grilles and at 
the rear there’s a squared-off tail and a 
smoother flow of the boot lid.The more 
radical customer might prefer lighter 
shades but the sensible soul will 
choose a more sober metallic for the 
proper Bentley look. 

Starting at the back seats rather than 


the front, there is the kind of room you 
would expect from a car in which you 
might well be driven.It’s as cosseting 
and elegant as you could wish for, 
while the huge range of wood 
combinations means you can make it 
as tasteful or otherwise as you wish. 

As well as claiming a reduction in 
noise by 40 per cent over the old car, 
heated, ventilated and electrically 
adjustable seats for ah offer an even 
better back-seat experience. 

Bentley has introduced a 
touchscreen remote that sits by your 
knees and which glides elegantly 
forward at the touch of a button so it 
can be handheld. About the size of a 
modest mobile phone, you can control 
the satnav, audio system, rear climate 
control, sun blinds and even view the 


speedometer and trip computer. It’s a 
small thing in many ways but it sums 
up the attention that has been paid to 
the details - and it really shows. 

The fundamentals, of course, are 
already well in place. The body 
structure uses aluminium for the 
bonnet and front wings, a composite 
rear bootlid and high-strength steels 
for a better combination of safety and 
reduced weight. 

Overall, the body is four per cent 
stiffer than before while the whole car 
is 50kg lighter - Bentley says this 
would be more but for an increased 
specification. 

Motive power comes from the superb 
twin turbocharged 6.0-litre W12 
already seen in the Continental GT, 
and here it produces a more than 


adequate 616bhp. Driving ah four 
wheels through the impressive eight- 
speed automatic transmission, the 
Flying Spur is spectacularly fast 
despite its significant size and weight. 
The 0-62mph time is despatched in 4.6 
seconds: 0-100mph in less than 10, and 
the top speed of 200mph surely is 
enough for anyone. 

The Flying Spur doesn’t always feel 
this fast though; driven in full-on 
chauffeur mode, it will sail along the 
tarmac as well as any super-luxury car. 

A new specification tyre and softer 
suspension over the old car improve 
what was already a good ride but 
separates it further from the more 
sporty Continental GT. 

Those wanting the bigger wheel 
options will pay a very marginal price 


in terms of slightly less bump 
absorption, but unless you make a 
habit of swerving between potholes 
the Flying Spur delivers superb 
comfort. 

Of course, that powerhouse under 
the bonnet offers such prodigious 
torque that you barely need more than 
a tiny prod of the accelerator to keep 
up with the traffic. Press more firmly 
and you can leave it well and truly 
behind. Even when giving everything, 
there’s nothing more than a cultured 
roar from the exhaust as it 
unrelentingly blasts forward. 

The auto gearbox works best when 
left to its own devices despite the 
presence of paddles,, while the 
dampers can be firmed up for more 
demanding driving. 

The Flying Spur is inevitably a little 
more comfort-biased but it is no less 
capable when pushed through a series 
of bends. The brakes are immensely 
strong, the steering is reassuringly 
accurate and offers decent feel - in 
other words, it has the ability to hustle 
along way beyond the demands of 
most owners. 

That sums up the new Flying Spur 
rather well. The improvements over 
the old car are in all the key areas yet 
there’s more performance, comfort 
and specification when there was 
already plenty. It’s hard to see a way in 
which the Flying Spur could do 
anything other than deliver a very 
satisfying experience.

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Harlow just ‘two* 
good for Wickfdrd 


A MEMORABLE weekend was enjoyed by 
Harlow as they completed a league and 
cup double over Wickford. 

The Marigolds side thrashed Wickford 
away by 121 runs in the third round of the 
Shepherd Neame Essex League Cup. 

Sunday’s victory gives Harlow a spot in 
the last eight for the first time in more 
than 10 years and they will face premier 
league side Buckhurst Hill in the quarter¬ 
final. 

It came after Harlow had bounced back 
from three consecutive league defeats 
with a 44-run home victory over Wickford 
on Saturday. 

Harlow skipper Luke Heskett said: “It 
was a great weekend and there were so 
many good performances.” 

On Sunday, Harlow batted first and lost 
Luke Monger cheaply but Rehman Ahmed 
and second team skipper fon Perry com¬ 
bined brilliantly in a swift partnership of 
114 before Ahmed was caught and bowled 
superbly by ex-Essex player Darren 
Robinson for 60. 

The score then quickly progressed past 
150 before Ahmed Khawaja was caught 
behind for 18. 

Perry was then run out for a superb 81 
before Harlow were bowled out for 229. 

Wickford’s hopes of chasing the score 
down were obliterated by Andy McGarry 
who blew the home top order. Their last 
hopes were pinned with Robinson but 


Khawaja superbly bowled the ex-pro for 
28. 

Rizwan Sadiq took the final wicket as 
Harlow skittled the hosts for just 108. 

McGarry (5-27) and Khawaja (4-23) were 
the chief destroyers. 

On Saturday, Harlow batted first. 

They lost two early wickets but Anthony 
Webb, opening the batting for the first 
team for the first time, went on to register 
a brilliant 62. 

He linked well with Khawaja who went 
on to make an excellent 74 as Harlow 
totalled 233-8 in their 50 overs. 

Then, Harlow’s opening pair of McGarry 
and Monger reduce Wickford to 43-3. 

This brought Robinson and ex-Essex 
wicket-keeper Robert Rollins, and they 
they took score to 104-3 before an amaz¬ 
ing two overs after drinks saw the game 
swing completely. 

Sadiq combined with keeper Andre 
Riddell to remove the dangerous Robinson 
before Webb dismissed Rollins to edge 
behind to another excellent Riddell catch. 

There was some resistance but Wickford 
hopes were dashed by the returning 
Monger who tore through the Wickford 
tail to bowl them out for 189 to finish with 
season best figures of 4-42.

A NERVOUS but excited Laura Trott col¬ 
lected her 0BE at Buckingham Palace. 

After picking up her award from the 
Prince of Wales, the double Olympic 
cycling Harlow-born champion, said: “I 
was talking to a soldier who was being 
honoured and thought maybe I do not 
deserve this because all I do is ride a 
bike - that is my day job. I love it but this 
is so amazing. I have been so nervous. 

“It is more nerve-wracking than riding 
a bike plus I am here with all of these 
amazing people who have done great 
things. I do not really feel I should be 
here for doing my day job but it has been 
so exciting - not just for me but for my 
family. 

“There is no pressure in this and I got 
to see my mum Glenda getting ready to 
go to Buckingham Palace which is not 
the sort of thing that happens every 
day.” 

Trott, 21, made a stunning Olympic 
debut at the London 2012 Games where 
she rode away to gold in the omnium and 


team pursuit. 

The dominance of the world-beating 
trio of Trott, Dani King and Joanna 
Rowsell, led to them breaking the record 
six consecutive times in the team pur¬ 
suit. 

Trott, who now spends most of her 
time close to her Manchester training 
base, having purchased a house in 
Stockport, started cycling with her 
mother, who took up the sport to lose 
weight. 

Trott was born a month prematurely 
suffering from a collapsed lung and doc¬ 
tors warned her parents that she might 
not survive. 

But she has amazed all with her 
incredible spirit and determination. 

Prince Charles recognised her as he 
presented her with the award and said 
the athletes had done “really good” work 
at the Games. 

He asked Trott if she had to watch 
what she ate. Trott, still smiling, replied: 
“No, I ate Maltesers.”
